Criminal investigations within the United 
States Army are normally conducted by selected, 
specially trained military police known as Crim- 
inal Investigators and Assistant Criminal inves- 
tigators. The Provost Marshal General exercises 
staff supervision over the conduct of criminal 
investigation within the Department of the 
Army, He prepares plans, policies, and pro- 
cedures on all matters pertaining to criminal 
investigation. 

You, John Doe, are a CI. You have been 
given the proper training. At present there 
have been a series of thefts from Camp Car- 
son. The matter is considered very important 
because the object of the thefts is the same in 
all cases — Springfield rifles. Camp Carson is 
situated five miles from Big City. There is a 
suspect. His name is Peter Wott. Age 35, six 
feet two, brown hair, pale blue eyes, a slight 
scar on the upper left lip, and a man who likes 
to wear the best clothing. No previous record. 
Your assignment: Shadow him and find out 
where he goes. Does he ever come into contact 
with a man known as Wilfred Burns, who has 
a criminal record? If you need help, your buddy. 
Bob Harley, who is also a CI, wilt help you. 

Just how is a man shadowed under these 
circumstances? You will be told the entire pro- 
cedure, step oy step. However, let me assure 
the reader no confidential information is being 
given. That means, that certain information, 
vital and important, can not be here given. 
However, its omission in no way changes the 
plan of operation. 

The word SURVEILLANCE means to watch 
over. It is the secretive observance of persons, 
places, or things. A surveillant, also often 
known as a "shadow" or "tail man", is the 
person who performs or maintains surveillance. 
The "subject" is the person, place, or thing 
under surveillance. "Convoy" is the term ap- 
plied to an associate of the subject who at- 
tempts to detect surveillance. So you, John Doe, 
are the "shadow". Your "subject" is Peter Wott. 

There are two types of surveillance: Moving 
and Stationary. In Moving Surveillance, the 
"shadow" actually follows the "subject" on 
foot or by vehicle. In Stationary Surveillance, 
the place or object under surveillance is watched • 
from one or more points. Moving Surveillance 



may be classified as Close or Loose. In Loose 
Surveillance, the subject is watched part of the 
time or his activities are spotchecked. In Close 
Surveillance, the subject is under observation at 
all times. Your orders ore for Close Surveillance. 

You. must have patience because surveillance 
is often a long and tedious fosk. You must be 
resourceful, versatile, and alert. You must pre- 
sent an appearance which will not attract at- 
tention. You must also have a commonplace 
manner which conforms with other persons of 
the locality. You must not be conspicuous by 
voice, appearance, or action. You need a keen 
and unfailing power of observation and a good 
memory. You may not be able to make reports 
of what happens at the time it occurs, and 
hence that memory of yours has to keep in it 
a lot of details. 

Peter Wott lives at 235 Grand Avenue in 
a small apartment building. He lives in a three 
room apartment to the rear on the second floor. 
It is advisable that you conduct a preliminary 
reconnaisance of the area, or areas to be 
covered. You must pay particular attention to 
the street plan, transportation facilities, ave- 
nues of escape, public places, and other phy- 
sical features. You must then arrange for trans- 
portation to be available when needed. Also 
for your buddy to relieve you and carry on the 
work. You may have to obtain from headquar- 
ters fictitious credentials or identifications and 
may also have to arrange for a way to com- 
municate with headquarters. The success of 
your surveillance frequently depends upon the 
foresight, ingenuity, and thoroughness with 
which the preliminary planning is accomplished. 

We will say that you are going to do a foot 
surveillance. The "ABC" method of surveillance, 
using three men altogether is very effective. It 
consists of bracketing Peter Wott on two sides. 
"A" follows Peter Wott. "B" follows "A". "C" 
keeps abreast of, and across the street from 
Peter Wott. This method is flexible ond should 
be changed, depending upon the movements 
of the subject. 

If the subject turns a corner, either "B" or 
"C" is in position to exchange places with "A". 
"B" and "C" should alternate with "A" from 
time to time to lessen the possibility of detec- 
tion. Regardless of how many "shadows" thero 



are, each should fry to keep the subject in 
sight at all times. 

To avoid losing the subject in a building or 
crowded street, or in public transportation, you 
must follow more closely than when in open 
spaces. Now keep cool: The subject begins to 
observe you. What should you do? Do some 
natural act so as to allay suspicion. You light 
a cigarette, buy a newspaper or magazine, do 
some window shopping, or ask a passer-by 
what time it is. At night you should avoid bright 
lights and should guard against ambush by 
avoiding open door ways and using care at 
street corners. If Peter Wott should, enter a 
restaurant, then you or your buddy, should 
also enter the same place. If necessary sit 
down and have something to eat. But be certain 
not to eat too much so that the meal will be 
finished and the check paid by the time Peter 
Wott has finished. You must be ready to leave 
when he leaves. 

In public conveyances you should board the 
car or bus and sit in back of him if practicable. 
If he enters a telephone booth, you have to do 
your best to eavesdrop on the conversation. He 
may be communicating with Wilfred Burns. If 
he enters a telegram office and sends a mes- 
sage, you must follow. You pretend to write 
a telegram at the same time. If possible you 
try to glance over and see what he is writing. 
If he wrote the message on a form of blank 
sheets then you try to get the next sheet. 
(dented writing sometimes can be developed 
later by means of oblique light or iodine fum- 
ing. 

If you are "shadowing" Peter Wott by your- 
self, then you have to leave when he leaves. 
If your buddy is outside to carry on the job, 
then you work fast. You show your Army 
credentials and get a copy of the message. 
Hurry out and see if you can pick up the trail. 
Which way did your buddy go? Look down on 
the street. He may have used the "chalk trick." 
Drawn a simple arrow showing the direction 
in which he has gone. 

You are still following the subject. He goes 
into a large office building. Waits for an eleva- 
tor.
